Is Inflation the Villain? 


Editorial By Bruce Biossat 
Some sage economists say that! 
the danger in this age is no longer 
a catastrophic depression like that 
of the 1930’s. 
They say it’s infla­ 
tion instead. 
And there is concern 
that it is returning for another 
visit. 
We had a long postwar siege of 
it which finally tapered off in 1951. 
From then until now, conditions 
have been relatively stable. 
But 
a good many business factors sug­ 
gest the days of the “even keel” 
may be passing. 
For one thing, a ne wwage-price 
upward spiral appears to be in 
motion. 
Recent

have produced pay raises that are

A tight labor

the United States, with certain ex­ 
ceptions, 
producing at near-ca­ 
pacity and using its trained m an­ 
power to ‘bp hilt. 
Since it takes time to enlarge 
industrial capacity and develop new 
manpower resources, this situation 
cannot thus be eased quickly. The 
only adequate checks on these in­ 
flationary pressures, therefore, are 
those which can be placed on cred­ 
it.

That 
New UC Rules to 
Affect Employers 
Of Four Persons 
SPRINGFIELD (IP — Unemploy­ 
ment compensation rules will be 
extended Jan. I to employers who 
ihire as few as four employes, the 
Unemployment Compensation Divi 
sion reported today. 
The new rules, effective under a 
1955 amendment to the unemploy­ 
ment compensation law, require 
any employing unit which worked 
four or more persons in at least 
20 calendar weeks in 1955 or w ill 
have that many in 1956, to make 
payroll contributions to the state’s 
unemployment trust fund. 
The contributions are made on 
a sliding scale, depending on the 
num ber of employes and weeks of 
awk. The law now applies only to 
'employers of six or more persons. 
The 
Unemployment Compensa­ 
tion Division warned that new em­ 
ployers affected by the amendment 
must report their status so that 
Identification numbers can be as­ 
signed and reporting forms mailed. 
Employer contributions to the 
fund for the first quarter will be 
due after March 37, 1956.
